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venue ariſing by Wearchg, Firing places any 
QCP] Stoves within this Kingdom, hath of late be- 
come verp much impaired, and ſtili continues 
deeply in arrear, and unſatisfieb into his Paje⸗ 
ſties Exchequer, partly thꝛough the great diſ⸗ 
couragement and obſtructions given unto His 
Pa jeſtieg Diets, and ithrir Deputies, in the 
impꝛovement and collection of the ſame, and the 
mildemeanoꝛs of ſeveral perſons who have la⸗ 
boured to conceal many Hearthes, Piring places 
and Stoves, which by the Law are chargeable, and partly by the obſtinacy 
of ſuch perſons of Quality, and Commanders ol his Þajeſties Caſtles 
and Foꝛts, as refuſe to permit is Majeſties Dfficers, o2 their Deputies 
to enter iuto their houſes to view and number the ſeveral Hearths, Firing 
places and Stoves therein, 02 to take Diltrefles foꝛ the duty ariſing there- 
out; as alſo thzough the Combination of ſeveral Inhabitants, who pur- 
poſely to defraud His Majeſtie, do take upon them to ſhelter the Diſtrefſes 
of their neighbours, who by their Delinquency are become liable thereun⸗ 
to; and laſtly thꝛough the negligence oꝛ counivance of ſeveral Magiſtrates, 
Miniſters, Conſtables and other Dfficers, who have given too much 
countenance to ſuch undue p20ceedings, and too little aſſiſtance to His Ma⸗ 
jeſties ſaid Officers and their Deputies, in levying and impꝛoving the ſaid 
Reventie, whom they have in ſome places ſuffered to be rep2oached, and vio⸗ 
lently abuſed, without puniſhing the Malefactoꝛs, although it be the duty 
of all Conftables and other interio2 Officers, to accompany, aſſiſt and de- 
fend His Majeſties Officers and their Deputies, as well in the viewing 
and numbering of the ſeveral Hearths, Firing places and Stoves, as in 
their collecting of the Revenne ariſing --__ and the duty of all Juſtices 
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pPeate and chief Magiſtrates, in their reſpective places and callings, and 
V ith the utmoſt of their Authoꝛity, to ſuppoꝛt His Majeſties faio Revenue, 
ſo well eſtabliſhed by Law, and ſo neceſſary to the ſafety and delenſe of 1515 
Ma jeſtie and his good Subjects: le theretoze being reſolved to redꝛelg the 
afozeſaid abuſes, and fo2 the time to come to remove all impediments to the 
levying and collecting of the ſaid Revenue, and to take a [irice account 3: 
all ſuch perſons as ſhall hereafter be found wanting in their duty to his 
Ma jeſtie, and to the Laws ot this Bingdom, have thought fit to publich 
and declare, That all arrears of rhe ſaid Bebenue, as well thoſe thict; 
were incurred trom the 24tþ day of ſune, 1645. to the 25chof March 1665, a5 
thoſe which habe accrued ſince, and all fature growing duties ſhall fo2th- 
with, and with all poſſible ſpeed, and diligence be collectedand levyed by and 
paid unto His Majeſties reſpective Officers and their Deputies aforeſaid, 
dubliſhed, nominated and appointed £92 that purpoſe by our Pꝛoclamation of 
the 15th of Auyaſt, 1666. and no others; And we do hereby ſtrictly charge 
and tommand ail Juſtites of Proce, chier Magiſtrates, Conſtables and al? 
other Dfticers and Miniſters ot Juſtice, whom it doth oꝛ may contern, that 
upon pain of being pꝛoteeded againſt as contemners of Bis Majeſties an- 
thoꝛity, and as perſons ill affected to the Peace and ſafety of this hig King 
dom, they be ayding and alliſting to His Ma jeſties ſaid Officers and their 
Deputies, al wel in viewing and numb2ing the laid Hearths, Firing places 
and Stoves, as in collecting and levying all ſuch ſum oꝛ ſlums o7 money as 
is already become due, and in arrear, oꝛ which hereafter ſhall become due and 
payable foꝛ o by reaſon ot the dutie ariſing out of the ſaid learths, Firing 
plates and Stoves, And herein we do expect and require from them, and eve- 
ry of them ſuch vigoꝛous and effectual aſſiſtance to be given to His Maje⸗ 
ſties ſaid Dfficers and their Deputies, that all concealments of ani HHearths, 
Firing places and Stoves map be ſpeedily detected, all illegal and undue 
wactices foꝛ erempting any perſons lyable, o2 ſheltering of their diſtreſſes 
prevented, all obſtructions in the collecting of Mis Majelties laid Revenue 
removed, and all perſons who ſhall deny admiſſion into their Houſes, oꝛ any 
wayes affron?, o abuſe His Majeſties ſaid Dfficers o2 their Deputies in 
Woꝛd, 62 deed eremplarily puniſhed 3 And we do hereby will and require all 
Sherills „Mapoꝛs and Baplitfs in the ſeveral and reſpective Counties. 
Cities and Tobons Coꝛpozate ot this His Bajeſties Ringdom tocauſe this 
our Pꝛoclamation to be publiſhed in all and every the Barkei places within 
their limits upon ſome Market dap within fourteen dayes next afcer the re⸗ 
ceipt hereot, as they will anlwer the contrary at their perils.
